Hwang Tai-sung, who was also 
onetime deputy trade minister in 
the Communist North Korean re- 
gime, and said he had come south 
to make contact with strongman 
Chung-Hee Park. His aim, tha 
agency said, was to persuade 
Park, to support reunification of 
Koreao on terms satisfactory to 
the north. 


The announcement said the cap- 


ture took place Oct. 20, 1961, and 
no reason was given for the al- 
most two-year delay in publiciz- 
ing it.

Kennedy, who is against isolation- 
ism abroad, doesn't practice it at 
home, either. The results aren't 
alwatys happy but there are re- 
sults. 


He described isolationism at 


Salt Lake City Thursday as a 
''policy of retreat" to which this 
country can never return. 


He put it this way1: 
'."We cannot., adopt a policy 
which says thatj.if, something doe,1? 
not happen or others do not act 
exactly how and when we .wish, 
wi.wjll pick up our marbles and 
go home." 


But that's the way he also;oper- 


ates at home with both Democrat-

but like, President Eisenhower, 
he,,avoids personal quarrels with 
them.
